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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: sects. 0005-0006 of the applicant's specifications 
defines the wrapper as enabling indirect reference to a second object and allowing cross contextual communication to occur as needed 
and Kasichainula provides for those features via col. 4 line 55-col. 5 line 1 1 , col. 6 lines 40-67 and col. 8 jines 1-3. As specified by the 
applicant. Kasichanula does not mention a wrapper; however, his proxys enables calling the same function as if they were local, enabling 
cross contextual communication (see the translating feature - which clearly enables execution in multiple contexts ) via an indirect 
reference (Y* or Y" to Y). Note that the calling (as if they were local) is done by a different object to the same function and therefore the 
functionality of addressing the original object Is essentially wrapped into the newly created indirect reference. The applicant further agues 
that the reference does not teach arbitrary invariants: however, the arbitrary invariants mentioned in the claims are considered to include 
"objects" (as specified in the claims), which is what the wrapper or proxy in the cited reference provides for. 

The applicant goes on to suggest that Montgomery's marshalling does not provide for his wrapping feature, while marshalling performs 
conversions to ensure data is in the fomi required by the recipient (similar to the translating features above, i.e. wrapping to a second 

object). 



The applicant further indicates that Montgomery's does not provide for an agile object; however, the stub, which provides for linking to the 
external object, of a marshalled object (translated for the recipient) is considered to provide agility and stubs have no permanent context. 
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
